I am requesting funding for the Hodgenville Wastewater Treatment Plant Upgrade & Wet 

Weather Storage project for fiscal year 2024. The entity to receive funding for this project is the 

City of Hodgenville and is located at 200 S. Lincoln Blvd in Hodgenville, KY 42748. This is a 

good use of taxpayer dollars because this project will provide greater efficiency in water 

treatment, reduced surcharging, and overflows at both the plant and adjacent lift stations. In 

addition to providing water services for the existing residents and businesses, more wastewater 

treatment capacity will be needed to accommodate future growth, which is expected due to 

economic development currently taking place in the region.
